He Will Attempt to.Cure 5- 
Year-Old Daughter of 
Charles Peters. 


SIMILAR TO THE ARMOUR CASE 


BEGAN FREE CLINIC AT POLY- 
CLINIC THIS AFTERNOON. 


Many More Afflicted Sought Out Phy- 
sician Today, but Could Not Be 
Given Precedence Over Yes- 
terday’s Applicants. 


Dr. Adolph Lorenz of Vienna, the famous 
orthopedic surgeon who began a free clinic 
at the Polyclinic Free Dispensary, Jeffer- 
son and Lucas avenues this afternoon, will! 
perform one private operation, for a fee, 
during his stay in St. Louis. 

At 9 o’clock Sunday morning, in a room 
at the Polyclinic he will operate upon the 
5-year-old daughter of Mr. aid = Mrs. 
Charlies Peters of 3237 Barrett street. 

Mr. Peters is a member of the Peters 
Shoe Co. The child is afflicted with con- 
genital dislocation of the hip, the same ail- 
ment for which Dr. Lorenz operated upon 
Lolita Armour of Chicago in consideration 


}of a fee of $30,000. 


At the free clinic this afternoon the 

lecture room in which the operations were 
performed was packed with witnesses. 
. The chamber seats but 260 persons. About 
five hundred tickets of admission were tis- 
sued. The room is arranged with the seats 
rising in tiers to the ceiling, in crescent 
shape around the operating table, so that 
all can see. 

Sixty membens of the seniors’ clasA&of the 
St. Louis Medical College occupied re- 
served seats. 

Dr. A. J. Steele, who occupies the chair 
of orthopedic surgery in that institution 
and who supervised the arrangements for 
the clinic, was overwhelmed this morning 
with applications fram physicians who de 
sired to witness Dr. Lorenz’s operations. 

It is understood that the fee to be paid 
by Mr. Peters, who is a man of wealth, will 
be very large. Dr. Lorenz, it is well known, 
undertakes to cure poor children free, but 
it is his practice to charge fees commen- 
surate with the abifity of his patients to 
pay. 

Most of the applicants he was obliged to 
refuse, nearly all the tickets having been 


given out. 
HIS ASSISTANT. 

Dr. Lorenz, in the, operations for hip 
trouble, is agsisted by Dr. Frie@rich Muel- 
ler of Vienna, Dr. George J. Englemann of 
Boston and Drs. Stegle and Halj of St. 
Louis. 

The cperating room is well lighted. Two 
Latin inscriptions above the operating ta- 
ble admonish the assembly to pay strict 
attention and ~emain quiet. One reads: 
“Vide, audi, tace!’’ 

Several policemen outside the building 
helped to control the crush of people try- 
ing to enter. 

The several children selected yesterday 
by Dr. Lorenz as subjects for today’s clinic 
were waiting in the second room from the 
operating chamber an hour before the 
great surgeon arrived. 

As each child’s name was called the pa- 
tient was taken into a room adjoining the 
clinic room and there was prepared for the 
operation. 

Dr. Lorenz left the Planters’ Hotel at 9 
o'clock this morning and éalled upon Dr. 
Steele at the latter's residence, 2827 Wash- 
ington avenue. Later he made some social 
calls. 

At Dr. Steele's a few parents with crip- 
pled children called to see the surgeon. Dr. 
Steele said that Dr. Lorenz was there to 
look at some professional cases. The sur- 
geon, he said, will remain in ‘St. Louis 
until Monday night and may take some 
cases Monday where parents are able to 
pay him for his services. 

At the Polyclinic during the . morning 
several persons with crippled children, who 
arrived in the city too late to be present 
at the examination of cases yesterday, 
were on hand, eager to see the surge®n. 
Two women brought children from Cairo, 
Ill. All were disappointed when they learned 
that the subjects for free treatment had 
been selected. 

TO TREAT BUSCH’S SON. 

Dr. Lorenz has promised Adolphus 
Busch, 8t. Louis’. millionaire brewer, thet 
he can effect an improvement, possibly a 
permanent cure, for his son, Carl Busch, 
aged 20, a cripple, 

Carl Busch has suffered from infancy 
from a contraction of the muscles of both 
legs and is continually stooped. 

I.ocal surgeons have promised but little 
relief. At the request of Dr. Bernays, 
Dr. Lorenz examined young Busch yester- 
day afternoon at the Planters’, Hotel, and 
told his mother, who accompanied him, that 
he could help the boy. Treatment will be- 
gir. at once, and next summer it Is planned 
to take Cari Busch to Vienna for special 
treatment. 

The price that Dr. Lorenz will charge Mr. 
Busch for treating his son has not been 
announced. It is thought that it will be 
at least $10,000, however, and possibly a 
multiple of that figure. For treating Lolita 
Armour, the daughter of J. Ogden Armour 
of Chicago, Dr. Lorenz received a fee said 
to be $30,000. While he treats poor cases 
free the Austrian specialist is not modest 
about the fees he exacts from his rich pa- 
tients.

Last Male of a Famous Name 
Dies of Appolexy. 


THE END CAME “AT ESSEN’ 


- 


HE WAS REPUTED THE RICHEST 
MAN IN GERMANY. 


BERLIN, Nov. 22.—Herr Friedrich Alfred 
Krupp, the great gunmaker and the rich- 
est man in Germany, died sudenly at Essen 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon of apoplexy in 


non-making' dynasty. 

Friedrich Krupp belonged to an ancient 
family of the little village of Essen, which 
at the close of the eighteenth century at- 
tracted the attention of metallurgical ex- 
perts. His grandfather, Friedrich, during 
the continental blockade discovered the se- 
cret of making steel, but his small fortune 
was consumed in perfecting the invention, 
and it was his son, Alfred Krupp, who gave 
a decisive stimulus to the business. 

This secret was transmitted to Alfred's 
soni Friedrich, and the Krupps remained 
the world’s gunmakers. 

In 1822 Friedrich Krupp, the elder, had 
met with such reverses that he was com- 
pelled to give up his heme in Limbecker 
street in Essen and moveintoa little cot- 
tage near his works, which stands today in 
the midst of the great works, an object of 
reverence to al} the thousands of workmen 
who earn their daily bread in the great 
foundries. Friedrich Krupp's life was pure- 
ly one of experiment and discovery, and it 
remained for his son, Alfried Krupp, to 
make the name world-famous. 

Broken down by reverses, with hope 
abandoned and health wrecked, Friedrich 
Krupp died on Oct. 8, 1826, at the early age 
of 39 years. Before he died, however, he 
Alfred, the secret of 
making his famous cast steel. The boy, 
who was destined to become the great 
“cannon king,’’ was then only a grammar 
school boy of 14 years of age, but he put al) 
the joys of boyhood’s years behind him. 
and, with unflinching courage, accepted the 
sacred legacy left him by his father, put 
Uff the rosy prospect of youth and donned 
instead the rough garments of the forge 
worker. Under the provisions of his father's 
will he nad been made superintendent of 
the works, while his mother, Therese 


Krupp, was to carry on the business. 
Alfred Krupp’s fame does not rest 
tirely on his mechanical and erentive 
nius. The world is better for his De 
lived. From the day that success a 
on him he etrere. to better the condition 
of his workmen providin th 
better homes, ~ oh schools where children 
could not only receive ar ediication in tech- 
nical, industrial, commerctal and mechan- 
ical pursuits, but, to those who. desired it, 
special and classical courses as well. He 
devised the famous sick and pension fund 
for the ald and protection of sick and dis- 
abled workmen in 1853, before the present 
German Emperor. who has made the 
scheme a law of the empire, was born. He 
estadlished a commi at where his work- 
men could secure all the necessities and 
luxuries of life at cost price, and bullt miles

“It is also unlawful for any person nota 
resident of Missouri to come into th's state 
and kill game Such a hunter is guilty of 
a misdeameanor under our statutes.’’

Does not this mean a progressive decline of character, of intel- 
ligence, self-confidence, manljness—of all the qualities of robust 
citizenship? 

Free schools were established to preserve the ihstitutions of 
liberty. And It is the judgment of the American people, matured 
after the experience of three generations, that they will not real- 
ize the atm of the Fathers who founded them until made entirely 
free—free buildings, free tuition, free books—everything free that 
enters into the substance of va beeper itself. 


Capital duly considerate of the adhe of lab labor, labor mindful 
of the protection due to capital, and both regardful of what is due 
the public, is Commissioner Justi’s recipe for industrial harmony 
It should be tried at once.

Davenport officers of the company, how- 
ever, insist that there was but §500 in the 
safe when it was dynanted. 
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DAVENPORT, Io., Nov. 22.—Train No. 11, 
westbound on the Rock Island, the regular 
St. Joseph and Kansas City express, was 
stopped at 11:30 o'clock iast night, three 
miles west of this city by masked bandits 
who cut off the express and baggage cars, 
forced the engineer to run two miles up the 
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ptrack, blew up the through express safe 


with dynamite and escaped with their 
booty. 

The amount obtained from the express 
is not known, but as this train generally 
carries a heavy express shipment it is pre- 
sumed the sum was considerable. 

At daylight this morning no definite clew 
to the robbers had been obtained, but the 
entire police forces of Davenport, Moline 
and Rock Island, together with a corps of 
railroad detectives, were on the trail. 

According to different reports, there were 
12 pr 15 robbers in the gang. 

The robbery evidently had been carefully 
planned. The train, which was due to leave 
here at 10:38 p. m., was 3 minutes late, 
— pulled out for the West after a short 

alt. 


STOPPED BY RED LANTERN. 

It had just passed through the suburban 
village of Rockingham, on the outskirts of 
the Rock Island Railroad yards, when the 
engineer saw a red lantefn on the track 
and brought his train to a stop. 

As he slowed down two robbers sprang 
on the footboard of the engine ana Ccov- 
ered the engineer and firemen with revolv- 
ers. While the engine.crew was thus kept 
quiet others of the gang menaced the 
crew and passengers in the coaches. 

One of the bandits uncoupled the ex- 
press and baggage cars from the rest 
of tne train and then the engineer was 
ordered to pull out. 

Two miles west of Rockingham there 
is a stretch of heavily timbered country 
~ in this the engineer was ordered to 
stop. The bandits blew up the through 
safe with dynamite, using an extremely 
heavy charge. The noise of the explosion 
being heard in Davenport. 

After wrecking the safe the robbers 
mounted the engine and ran down the 
track, It was reported g¢hat they left the 
locomotive at a small station called Burf- 
falo, and escaped in the darkness. 


FLAGMAN CARRIES NEWS. 
Beyond these meager details, which were 


brought to the city by the flagman of the 
express train, who ran back as soon as the 
train was stopped and impressed a switcn- 
engine in the yards to bring him to the 
city, the facts of the robbery are not 
definitely known. 

The train was the fast westbound ex- 
press, which left Chicago at 6:06 last night.

St. Loufs builders and contractors have 
been formally notified through George C. 
Newman, secretary of the Carpenters’ Dis- 
trict Council, that on and after April 1, 
1908, the minimum wages of carpenters in 
St. Louis and vicinity will be 56 cents an 
hour and for foremen 60 cents an hour. 

Secretary Newman confirmed the report 
of the p increase today. ‘“‘The Car- 
nters’ District Council of the United 

therhood of Carpenters and Joiners of 
America is made up of eight auxillary 
unions. It has eight business agents in the 
field, who come in close touch with the 
coutractors and builders and al! species of 
the work. They have spoken to a large 
number of the latter, and there has been 
little if an¥® expressed objection to the de- 
man A 
Most of the contractors have received the 
news in a gratifying suirit, only asking 
that they be given sufficient notice in ad- 
vance to figure out their future contracts 
with a view to the increase in wages to be 
Ccemanded.’’ 

The Carpenters’ District Council has re- 
ceived the endorsement of the St. Louis 
Bullding Trades Council, the parent stems 
of 27 trades unions, of which the Lprpen- 
ters’ District Council is one. 

James Prendergast, secretary of the 
Bulliding Trades Council, stated that his 
organization was backing the carpenters 
in their request for an increase. ‘The 
Building Trades Council has set the stamp 
of approval on the movement,” he said, 
“and does not = ae oe that there will 
be any trouble in the adoption of the 
amended scale.’’ 

LABOR NOTES. 

Even the automobilists are being union- 
ized. The chauffeurs operating the auto 
mobiles of the Interstate Transit Co., which 
has a system plying between St. Louis and 
Bast St. Louis, have organized what is said 
to be the first union in the United States. 
Application will be made to the American 
Federation ef Labor for a charter. The 
officers are J. W. Johnson, president, and 
C. E. Ketcham, secretary. 

The severai local carpenters’ unions have 
recently voted on a proposition to raise the 
month.y dues to 75 cents, a raise of 10 cents 
a ~ 9 The new rate is eeffctive Jan. 1 
next. ' 

The long strike of the plumbers at Nor- 
folk, Va., is ended and the men have re- 
sumed work. Thev went out in June be- 
cauge the employing plumbers demanded 
that the journeymen return to the nine- 


hour day, thus abrogating their eight-hour 
contract. The terms of the settlement give 
the journeymen a nine-hour day and they 
receive 25 cents for the extra hour. 

New York trades unionists are using ev- 
ery endeavor to defeat the granting of the 
tunnel franchise to the Pennsylvania Ralil- 
road Co. and will endeavor to hold up the 
granting of the privilege until the rail- 
road's representatives accept the conditions 
of eight hours, prevailing wages and arbi- 
tration proposed by organized labor. 

The Columbus Local of the Journeymen 
Barbers’ International Union of Columbus. 
O., has adopted a new plan to _ indicate 
union barbers. The new plan is a card for 
the shop, as of old, and an individual card 
for each barber, indicating that he Is 
a member of the union and has paid his 
dues. This card is issued and taken up 
monthly. It is displayed at each chair in 
a conspicuous place, usually the lower 
corner of the mirror. This indicates the 
union men in an “open’’ shop and shows 
union men, whether a shop is union or dis- 
playing an out-of-date card. 

Union trades journals are urging every

ENEMY IN BACK 


Killed Private ‘Secretary of 
Guatemala’ President. 


FATHER IS MINISTER THERE 


VICTIM, IT IS SAID, HAD NO 
CHANCE FOR DEFENSE. 


Americans Threaten the Lives of the 
Slayer, His Father and His Assist- 
ant, Notwithstanding Their 
Official Positions, 


GUATEMALA CITY, Név. 22.—Willtiam 
A. Fitzgerald of Grand Rapids, Mich., was 
shot and killed yesterday by W. Gcdfrey 
Hutter, Jr., son of the United States min- 
ister. : 

Hunter fired the shots’ from behind Fitz- 
gerald, with Jamgs O. Bailey of Kentucky, 
secretary of the United States legation 
here, standing by with a drawn revolver. 

Both then ran away with their revolvers 
in hand. 

They were arrested, but are now at !ib- 
erty, Minister Hunter claiming immunity 
for them. 

It is asserted that FYttzgerald had no 
chance to defend himself, and that he was 
an inoffensive man. 

The lives of the Hunters and that of 
Bailey are threatened by indignant Amer- 
icans. 


STATE DEPARTMENT WORRIED. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—-W. Godfrey 
Hunter, Jr., eon of the United States 
minister to Guatemala, shot and killed 
William. Fitzgerald, formerly of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., in Guatemala City. 

Fitzgerald, who was 28 years old, was

This gives the tragedy a semi-interna- 
tional aspect, which is further complicated 
by the fact that Hunter took refuge in 
the American legation bullding after the 
shooting. 

There is no doubt of the state depart- 
ment’s deep regret that Hunter took refuge 
in the legation. 

Humer has caused much scandal in Cen- 
tral America heretofore and his latest es- 
capade is far from pleasing, and, efpe- 
cially, as Fitzgerald, the man he is said 
to have killed. was private secretary of the 
President. 

Under international law Hunter cannot 
be arrested by the local authorities for the 
shooting. As a member of the minister's 
family he is immune from arrest. 

The department, however, only has mea- 
ger information regarding ‘he shooting, 
but, from advices received, J. W. Bailey, 
secretary to the United States legation, is 
also involved in thKe affair. He was with 
Hunter at the-thne of the shooting. 

Fitrcgeraid was shot four times. The ad- 
vices to the state department gave ground 
for “the belief, rather by suggestion than 


by direct statement, that the killing was 
provoked. 

It is suggested here that the shooting 
may have bec..the result of the recent re- 
lief of Minist..” Hunter from his post. 

He has not been popular with the Amer- 
ican colony, and lately the pressure be- 
came so acute for his withdrawal that the 
officials took cognizance of the complaints.

President Roosevelt had accepted Dr. Hun- 
ter’s resignation. 

It is impossible to learn definitely wheth- 
er young Hunter was connected officially 
with the United States legation at Guate- 
mala wg at the time of the shooting. 
That he had been a clerk in the legation 
is established, but, in some quarters, it is 
said that connection had been severed some 
time ago. 

This may have an important bearing on 
settling the question of exemption of young 
Hunter from arrest, for a legation atfache 
or employe enjoys a large part of the ex- 
emptions conferred by international law on 
an ambassador or minister. The fact that 
he is a member of the minister's family 
might make the claim for exemption ten- 
able. 

Under international law young Godfrey 
Hunter cannot be tried by the Gautemalian 
authorities, but must be brought to the 
United Statés by his father and tried here. 

In the event the Guatemala authorities 
should undertake forcibly to take Hunter 
from the United States legation, it. would 
be rewarded by this government as anh af- 
front for which reparation would be de- 
manded. State department officials do not
